An ex­ 
ceptionally heavy shower fin th a t sec 
tion last night caused the stream s to 
swell to a volume far 
beyond 
their 
usual size a fte r rains. 
Delayed in leaving the Byers place 
by the storm , Mr. Musselman was un­ 
able to see through the darkness how 
| much Middle fre^k had risen 
when 
j he arrived at the fording near the old 
Patterson farm. 
The horse took 
the 
stream* Without hesitating and a 
mo­ 
ment later was swept from his 
feet 
by the sw ift current. The moment Mr. 
Musselman felt 
the 
buggy 
moving 
down stream he endeavored to cut the 
harness and free the horse 
from 
the 
shafts so that the animal might take 
J care of itself. 
The team was 
tossed 
lalwjut so much by this 
time 
that it 
• was impossible to liberate the anima! 
and Mr. Musselman was washed free 
from the vehicle.

tion. 
Shortly a f te 1 that the dog 
re­ 
turned to the 
hot «* 
and 
remained 
quiet so th a t Mr. Eckenrode concluded 
that w hatever the 
disturbance 
may 
have been, it was all over. 
He 
then 
went to bed and heard nothing 
more 
until*this morning. 
The discovery of the loss wa" made 
when he went to 
feed 
the 
ehicketis 
this m o rn in g They consisted of White 
W yandotes, 
Plymouth 
Rocks and 
Buff 
O rpingtons. 
The 
young 
ones 
were of a 
particularly 
good 
strain 
and it was intended to 
retain 
them 
for breeding 
purposes. 
The 
young 
cocks had been sob! just 
about 
two 
weeks ago and they, 
at 
that 
time, 
averaged about two pounds apiece. 
A distance of approximately 
three 
miles sep arates the place of Mr. Eck- 
jenrode from th a t of the Redding farm 
chere the several 
hundred 
chickens 
were taken a few rights 
ago. 
This, 
coupled w ith the fart that the condi­ 
tions under which the haul was made 
ire quite sim ilar to those a t the time 
of the Redding theft, makes it appear 
that the stealing is being done by the 
same parties. The Height of the Eek- 
mrode flock was enough to require a

He thinks the thieves 
were 
engaged in their work at the time his 
dog aroused him and th a t they return 
^d to complete the 
job

thing* had become quiet. The general 
character of these thefts would 
indi­ 
cate that th e culprits 
w ere 
familiar 
with the habits of the Eckenrode fam- 
:ly and have a good 
knowledge 
of 
‘hat section.

few days. Robert Gitt and William Schmuck, 
the 
victims, 
were 
washed 


over the breast of the dam a t Waldheim while attem pting to shoot their ca­ 


noe along with the current and drowned. 


Robert Gitt, who was a student a t Franklin 
A- 
Marshall 
College 
at 


Lancaster, has been working during the sum mer months and had just 
a r ­ 


rived to spend some time with his parents, Mr. and Mrs. George 
Gitt, 
at 


their cottage, “Cedarcroft", this morning. 
The cottage of Eugene Schmuck, 


father of the other youth, is situated near the Gitt place and the two young 


men decided they would “ shoot the rapids” at the breast of the 
dam 
in 
a 


canoe. 


They started with a younger boy, said to have been 
Robert 
F.hrhart. 


He found the w ater was more swift than he thought it to he and was 
put 


on the bank before they had proceeded very far. 
The other boys went 
on 


to the breast of the dam. lost control of their frail craft and were swallow­ 


ed up in the swirl of the w ater. 


The accident was witnessed by a number of 
people 
on 
the 
hank 
at 


W aldheim, who were powerless to a il the victims. 
The old Himes dam at 


this point was replaced several years ago with a new’ concrete 
structure, 


built by a Hanover cam ping club, and during a period of rain such as 
has 


fallen du ring the past few days the water runs over the breast in 
trem en d­ 


ous volume. 


The camping community, which a t this tim e of the 
year, 
consists 
of 


several hundred people was soon informed of the tragedy and all rushed to 


the scene but at the time of going to press they had been unable to recover 


the bodies. 
The canoe was smashed to pieces on the rocks below the 
(lam. 


Pieces of it came to the surface every little while 
although 
there 
is 
no 


trace of the young men to be found. 


Both of the young men are between IM and 29 years of age. 
William 


Schmuck w as a student at Winona M ilitary Academy, in New Jersey. 
Ile, 


as well as young Gitt, ha* been spending his vacations for 
a 
numl»er 
of 


years along the Conewago. 


Definite reports of the accident were difficult to 
secure 
because 
ti#* 


people, who were witnesses, all life-long friends of the young 
men, 
were 


thrown into such a state of consternation that they are not yet settled to a 


full realization of what occurred. 


A resident of th at section who just came from the scene says the young 


men had gone over the breast of the dam successfully and were caught in a 


whirlpool below that literally tore their craft to pieces. 
They were attired 


in bathing suits when they started and had left their valuables on the bank. 


Endeavor to stretch a cable across the w ater so a boat can be 
held

enough to search with grappling irons is now being made.

Efforts will be made 
by 
Attorney 
General Brown to give Auditor 
Gen­ 
eral Powell an early construction 
of 
the m others’ pension am endments 
of 
1915. 
The question is of vital impor­ 
tance to a t least seventeen counties of 
the state, one of which is Adams. 
Possibilities of the hardships which 
the amended act may make were dis­ 
covered only late 
yesterday. 
Under 
the original m others’ 
pension act 
of 
1913, such relief may he 
extended to 
"indigent, 
widowed 
or 
abandoned 
m others’*; 
this classification embrac­ 
ed all sorts of mothers, 
leaving 
ex­ 
tension of relief to the discretion 
of 
the auditor general and local pension 
boards. The amendment of 1915, how­ 
ever, removes this classification 
and 
provides relief for 
“women who have 
children under sixteen years 
of age, 
and whose husbands are dead or per­ 
manently confined in institutions 
for 
the insane.” 
On the surface, the amendment will 
not permit relief to 
he extended 
to 
mothers deserted by their husbands or 
to mothers without lawful 
husbands. 
That is the main point which the at­ 
torney general has been asked to con­ 
strue. The second point (and the 
one 
which the attorney general has 
been 
asked to construe). 
The second point

which 
will

greatest hardship if 
it

decided 
that the law cannot lie stretched) 
is 
the status of mothers already on tha 
tension rolls, under the original 
act* 
who are unmarried or w’ho have bean 
deserted.

of all.

international law. 
The whole controversy hinges on 
article XIII of that treaty, the Ameri 
can contention being that it specifi 
tally protected the Frye from being 
sunk, although not protecting a con 
trakand cargo. Germany, on the Ollie! 
hand, contends that tile article only 
obligates her to pay damages. 
In again 
offering to pay for the 
ship, Germany accepts the American 
proposal that the amount of damager 
be fixed by two experts, one to be se 
lee ted by each country, and pledges 
prompt payment, with Vie stipulation, 
however, that It shall uot he regarded 
as payment lor violation of American 
treaty rights. Should that method bs 
unsatisfactory, the United States is 
invited to arbitration at The Hague.

Warsaw is indeed 
a prize worth winning.

more attractive city in eastern Europe. 
The great operation a g a i n s t Russia. 
which was planned by General von 
Falkenhnyn and has l**en In connie of 
execution fbr the past three months, is 
the most aspiring and in some ways 
the most brilliant piece of strategy this 
war has yet produced. 
General Fal­ 
kenhnyn obviously prepared his plan 
by the* light of the signal fa Mitres of 
the other German plans of the autumn 
and winter, but bls merit Is not less 
I>ec«use he recognized previous errors 
and sought to avoid them.
